Tile mother weans them Iii uhout^lx 
weeks, and they then care for them­ 
selves. .Many families sometimes build 
their boules in toe same pond, lait each 
family eonstructs its own house and 
provides Its own winter stores. 
When

settlement lied it is not d»*ep enough 
to Insure water nil winter, the beavers 
unite in building a dam to raise tin* 
water to a dept Ii sulth'tcut to guard 
against its freezing to tile bottom. 
They display considerable rkill in con­ 
structing these dams, which are built 
of timber, stones, sods and mud. 
Tho 
trees for building tin* durn and also 
those used iii their homes are alw ays 
cut up stream, so that they may be 
easily floated to tile plats' where they 
are to be used. 
lf there is but Utile 
current iii Hie stream, tin* dam Is built 
straight across at right angles to the 
current, but lf there is a strong cur­ 
rent the dam Is built either iii a curve 
up stream or In two w ings meeting at 
an angle up stream to resist tit*' cur 
rent more successfully. Tile full grown 
beaver is between two and three feet 
long, exclusive of tin* tail, and weighs 
from thirty to sixty pounds.
